Mrs. Elizabeth K. Wood completes 
today her present term as a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the Nar- 
berth Community Library and will 
tomorrow retire from active contact 
with the affairs of the library. It 
was she who started the library and 
formulated the policies by which it 
grew into a permanent institution of 
wide public usefulness. 

With 18 books on a window sill, Mrs. 
Wood established the Narberth Com- 
munity Library in her own home in 
January, 1921, when she was chair- 
man of the Literary Committee of the 
Narberth Women's Club. The public 
response was immediate and constant 
and, aided by a large and loyal group 
of women who volunteered their serv- 
ices on a fixed schedule, she developed 
all of the departments and services 
of a full-time public library. 

In 1925, in order to qualify the 
library to receive and handle financial 
support from Borough Council and 
the School Board, it was divorced 
completely from the Women's Club 
which by that act revealed a broader 
conception of public service than 
other clubs, similarly situated with 
reference to libraries, have sometimes 
been willing to display. The present

In order to provide ample protec- 
tion for employes and officials of 
Montgomery County, County Com- 
missioners Fred C. Peters, Foster C. 
Hillegass and James W. Potter have 
adopted a plan for a retirement fund 
which will go into effect January 1. 

According to plan, a county em- 
ploye becomes eligible for a pension 
at the age of GO, providing he has 
been employed by the county for at 
least ten years. 

The fund will be operated and 
conducted by a county retirement 
board consisting of the chairman of 
the county commissioners, who at 
present is Fred C. Peters; the control- 
ler, William C. Irvin, and a represen- 
tative of the employes who will be 
elected every two years. 

According to law, all employes of 
the county are compelled to become 
members of the retirement system 
while officials may make a choice. 

The county treasurer, although not 
a member of the controlling board, 
will be custodian of the funds, and 
the controller will act as secretary. 
With limitations, members of the 
board are empowered to make invest- 
ments. 

Each employe will be required to 
contribute a certain percentage of his S 
salary to the fund after the system \ 
goes into operation. Each individual j 
payment will be matched by the j 
county. I 

As an example, a male employe at j 
the age of 45 must contribute slightly! 
more than seven per cent of his salary 
to the fund. A female at the same ! 
age will donate one per cent more! 
than the male. i 

While retirement at the age of GO 
is not compulsory, full benefits will 
not be received by the employe who 
does not retire at that age. If an em- 
: ploye should die or be discharged 
! within the ten-year limit, he will rc- 
ieeive the amount paid into the fund, 
; plus interest. 

| The pension will never exceed fifty; 
| per cent of the employe's salary. '
